NEW  FOR  1930 

CITY  OF  MONTREAL  (D)  (Roach) 

This  flower  won  the  Lufkin  silver  cup  as  a  special 
prize  at  the  Dahlia  Society  of  New  England  show 
held  in  Boston  in  1929  as  the  second  best  decora¬ 
tive  of  New  England  origin,  and  was  greatly  ad¬ 
mired  by  all  that  attended  the  show.  The  plant  is 
a  mediumi  tall  grower  and  extremely  robust,  the 
foliage  is  a  heavy  dark  green  and  very  leathery. 

It  is  a  very  profuse  bloomer  from  early  till  late, 
centers  are  full  and  tight  up  to  frost.  I  have  had 
as  many  as  nine  blooms  on  a  single  plant,  up  to 
nine  inches  all  at  one  time,  the  stems  are  perfect 
and  hold  the  blooms  up  at  all  times.  Ridgway 
color  chart  gives  the  color  as  aster  purple  reverse 
of  petals  streaked  light  mallow  purple.  A  fine 
variety  for  exhibition  or  cut  flower.  Tubers  $10.00

PHYLLIS  SHAW  (D)  (Roach) 

A  monstrous  flower  of  apricot  orange  with  reverse 
of  petals  jasper  red  covered  with  a  golden  sheen.
